• The latest Gallup poll on the subject of 
law and order found that of all-white adults in­

>iy they are fearful of using the streets at night. 
But for Negroes, the figure is 40 per cent. 
• An evaluation of all published desegrega­ 
tion research to date concluded that integration 
increases the learning of Negro children and does 
not change the learning rate of white children. 
It also found that Negro aspirations do not 
i>ear out the negative predictions of desegrega­ 
tion opponents, such as disorder in the schools. 
• On a higher level of education, however, 
lunier college officials in Florida discovered that 
equal opportunity for Negro high school grad­ 
uates is not spurring their entry into predom­ 
inantly white colleges. 
Major reasons cited are the Negro student’s 
fear that he isn’t sufficiently prepared to com­ 
pete in the white campus culture, and colleges’ 
failure to supply programs geared to Negro needs.

NEW YORK (AP) — The sue- 
cessfui candidates in today's j 
elections face such an array of 
challenges that to complete just 
one of the tests would, in less 
distressing times, be enough to 
establish a theme for an admin­ 
istration. 
So many issues have become 
critical in these past few years 
that a good number remain un­ 
resolved. not only because of 
human failings but because of 
an insufficiency of time and 
money. 
Because of the great number 
of issues, the first job of any ad­ 
ministration—local, state or na­ 
tional—would seem to be the es­ 
tablishment 
of 
priorities, 
a 
chronological list for tackling 
the problems, based on lucency. 
As the nation has been re­ 
minded time after time in the 
past few years, not even the 
richest people in the world can 
do all they wish to do, even if 
they try to their limit. 
In trying during these past 
few years, even the magnificent 
economic machine that Ameri­ 
cans have built through labor, 
ingenuity and risk-taking began 
to bum its bearings and give off 
the acrid smoke of inflation. 
City Crisis 
One of the more fundamental 
issues—because it is really a 
bundle of issues—is the crisis of 
the cities, which ironically con­ 
tinue to teem with a vast immi­ 
gration from rural areas despite 
the obvious decay in living con­ 
ditions. 
| 
America’s large industrial cit- 
: ies have less than peaceful race 
; relations, inadequate revenue, 
often poor transportation, unem­ 
ployment, inadequate housing, 
sometimes poor educational fa­ 
cilities, labor difficulties, and it 
seems, even a malaise of the 
spirit. 
So overwhelming has been the 
demand on local revenues that 
cities have been forced to post­ 
pone or delay many programs 
to improve the social and physi­ 
cal 
environment. 
Inevitably, 
these delays place even greater 
1 burdens on the future. 
In 
communities 
throughout 
the nation today, voters must 
decide on some $9 billion of 
bond 
issues, or about three 
times die amount of debt that 
! voters were asked to assume 
just four years ago. 
But the city, although the fo­ 


cus of many of the nation’s ills, 
is not the only geographical sec­ 
tor 
with 
problems. 
Farmers 
have been complaining of poor 
income at the very time that 
consumers have been paying 
high prices for food. 
Inflation 
And there are many domestic 
problems that traverse the city- 
farm lines. Poverty, for exam­ 
ple, and rising medical bills, 
and inadequate housing, 
and 
consumer information and pro­ 
tecting in an age growing com­ 
plex and confusing with technol­ 
ogy. 
One of the more perv ading is­ 
sues is inflation, because along 
with damage to fixed incomes 
and the stability of the dollar, it 
shows discontent between labor 
and 
management, 
consumer 
and producer, old pensione es 
and young workers, voter and 
government. 
Even more fundamental an is­ 
sue is the war in Vietnam. When 
It ends, how will the savings be 
distributed? Will they go to mili­ 
tary uses or to improving the 
American society? 
Seldom 
have 
leaders 
been 
called upon to do more. The 
quality of human life, or even of 
life itself, is after all the biggest 
issue.

ROCHESTER (AP) — An es­ 
timated 500 students demonstrat­ 
ed Monday on the lawn at Ro­ 
chester High School to protest 
the susjjension of nine young­ 
sters who refused to lac about 
drinking on a school-sponsored 
trip. 
Carrying signs reading “Is 
Honesty the Best Policy?” the 
students took turns demonstra­ 
ting on the school lawn.

each other last month in In­ 
gham County Court.

At stake was the amount of 
authority the Departm ent can 
hold over pond owners. The 
controversy arose 
after 
fatal 
“w hirling’' disease developed in 
several commercial and private 
ponds. 
After the discovery. Attorney 
General Frank J. Kelly filed a 
suit 
against 
the 
Roundhouse 
and Robinette trout ranches at 
Kalamazoo and Harrison, and 
the court later issued a re ­ 
straining older on behalf of the 
departm ent, 
preventing 
the 
ranches from shipping fish or 
equipm ent. 
Director 
Ralph 
MacMullan 
placed a “freeze” on all trout 
transfers and later a perm it 
system 
enabled 
fish-breeders 
im portation or transfer of trout 
and salmon stock only after 
District conservation officer in­ 
spection. 
Under a law becoming ef­ 
fective Nov. 16. the Departm ent 
plans establishing 
regulations 
for transfer of Michigan fish. 
The now-controlled and 
ap­ 
parently 
isolated 
infection 
makes trout go “m ad”, chasing 
their tail, sashaying around un­ 
til death. 
Fortunately, State fish-rear­ 
ing stations 
appear 
“clean” 
thus far as do federal lish- 
hatcheries in Michigan.
